Over Assignments to 
Committees.

Washington, D.C., Dec. 19.—[Special.}— 
There was a battle between the bantam 
weight democratic champions of the house of 
representatives today which will go down in 


legislative history as a combat worthy of the 


best annals of the prize ring. 

The principals were Knocker John,“ the 
fighting title of Representative and Senator 
Elect John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, 
and Missouri Dave, known in polite so- 
clety as Representative David Albaugh De 
Armond of the Show me” state. Viola- 
tions of recognized rules caused the stoppage 
of the fight, with the advantage slightly in- 
clining to Missouri Dave.“ 

It was an exciting combat while it lasted. 
There was but one round, and that was not 
more than one minute in length. It was 
opened by Williams, who landed heavily on 
the bridge of De Armond's nose, following 
up the blow with a right hand swing-on his 
opponent’s shoulders. 


Dave“ Uses Finger Nails. 

“ Missouri Dave was plucky. Recovering 
quickly, he countered heavily on Williams’ 
eye. His fist went straight home, and to- 
night the feft peeper of Knocker John is 
in mourning. 8 

With the rapidity of a pneumgtie hammer 
De Armond'e fist swung back again. This 
time it landed on the cheek, passing through 
the defense Williams tried to make. 

Opening Pie hand, De Armond drove his 
nails into his enemy’s flesh, tearing it so that 
the blood poured out in a stream. 

It was at this stage of the combat that the 
interference occurred, 

Williams was taken home in a cab, and to- 
night is secluded in his rooms. De Armond 
ig visiting. newspaper offices asserting that 
Williams did not hit him on the nose, and 
that the slight abrasion which appears on the 
bridge of that feature is really a scar, result- 
ing from an accident he suffered about a week 
ago. To anxious inguirers he puts out his 
nose with a request that they rub it to con- 
vince themselves that he really was not 
touched, in the face at least, by the fist of the 
minority leader on the floor of the house of 


representatives. 


How They “Weighed In.“ 

When the men began the fight they sized up 
as follows: 

„ Missouri Dave.“

There has been bad blood between the two 
men for several years. The fight today was 
merely the culmination of the feeling engen- 
dered by rivalry which has existed during 
that period. 

The moving cause of the battle was the 
committee assignment of {Representative 
Charles F. Booher of Missouri. 

When Speaker Cannon announced the com- 
mittee assignments today, Booher found he 
had been assigned to the committee on coin- 
age, weights and measures. He had asked 
for the census committee. Feeling aggrieved 
over the appointment, he protested,to Repre- 
sentative Lloyd, also of the Misspuri dele- 
gation, and the latter went to Williams while 
the house was in session and protested, in- 
sisting that his colleague had deserved 
greater consideration. 


Williams’ Explanation Angers. 

Williams told Lioyd that the assignment of 
Booher was in compliance with the request 
of Representative De Armond, who is chair- 
man of the Missouri delegation. This infor- 
mation was communicated to Booher and he 
immediately went to De Armond and re- 
minded him that he had asked for the census 
committee and not for the committee on 
colnage, weights and measures. 

De Armond expressed surprise that Will- 
lams should have stated he had asked for the 
coinage committee for Booher, declaring he 
had not specified what committee should be 
given him. 

The house was about to adjourn and De 
Armond went ovei to Williams, who was in 
his seat. 

“T'd like to talk with you for a few min- 
utes, Williams,” he said to the minority 
leader. 

“All right,“ replied the latter. The 
house has adjourned and we will go back and 
talk.“ 

The two men retired to the rear of the 
house and sat down. De Armond says he 
was cool and spoke deliberately. Those who 
saw him say his eyes were fiashing and that 
undoubtedly he was fighting mad.

committee assignment,’ De Armond said. 
„Tou will remember I did not ask you for 
any specific place for any member of the 
Missouri delegation. I merely told you they 
were all worthy men and should be weil 
taken care of. 


Leader Charges Bad Memory. 

My recollection is,“ emphatically replied 
Williams, “that you specifically requested 
that Booher be placed on the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures. Thatis my 
recollection.” ; 

“I did not tell you anything of the kind,” 
responded De Armond. “ did not talk with 
you about the assignment of anybody from 
Missouri. As I stated, I merely spoke gen- 
erally about the new members and asked 
that their claims be given consideration. I 
may de mistaken, but I think you are.“ 

Williams clamped his jaws. After a mo- 
ment he said: “After all, it is merely a 
matter of recollection. My memory is that 
you did say it. Yours, that you did not. I 
don't care to discuss it any further.“

ROOSEVELT BACK OF MOVE? 


Friends of Governor Say They Cannot 
Reach Any Other Solution. 


New York, Dec. 19.—[Special.]—Despite 
positive announcements made recently in 
this «ity and ‘Washington the republican 
county committee of New York county ta- 
night refused to indorse Gov. Hughes for 
the presidency. 

Instead the members tabled a resolution 
to that effect and hurriedly adjourned the 
meeting until next month. 

The decision to avoid the indorsement of 
the governor was really reached in the after- 
noon at a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee. Harry W. Mack, the Fifteenth precinct 
leader, urged the executive corhmittee to 
report favorably on his resolution which 
called on New York state to send to the 
Chicago convention next June a solid dele 
gation.instructed for Gov. Hughes. 


“Nothing Doing,” Says Parsons. 

Chairman Parsons of the county commit- 
tee said there was no need of such hurried 
action. He submitted a counter motion that 
any action looking to plefiging the county 
committee for Gov. Hughes be deferred for 
a month, In that time, he said, the general 
situation with regard to presidentia] nomi- 


tee would have a better perception of the 
course it should follow. He did not want the 
committee carried away by the impulse of the 
moment and he did not think the local organ- 
ization would be justified in acting with pre- 
cipitation. 

Parsons had the votes, Only three mem- 
bers of the executive committee voted 
against his resolution. These re Gruber, 
Halpin, and Greene. Andrews, Mack, Mc- 
Kee, Woodward, and Levenson asked to be 
excused from voting. Five were absent. 
The other twenty-two members of the com- 
mittee voted for Parggns’ resolution. 


Resolution of Indorsement Offered. 

As soon as the ¢ounty committee met at 
night Mr. Mack offered hie resolution. In 
tenor it was that the committee believed 
Gov. Hughes had shown, toa marked degree, 
executive and administrative ability and 
courage and devotion to duty which entitled 
him to the confidence and admiration not 
only of his own state, but the entire nation 
as well. It then declared to be the judg- 
ment of the committee that New Tork 
should push Gov. Hughes to the front and 
demand his nomination for the presidency. 

Mr. Mack explained that he was not submit. 
ting his resolution in & spirit of antagonism 
to Chairman Parsons. 

“We in the Fifteenth district,“ he said, 
have admired the course he has taken in 
the direction of affairs of this committee, and, 
while we may not always have approved of 
his policies, we have admired hig political 
activity. We have not forgotten that it 
was due to some extent to his sagacity and 
firmness that we have in Albany a man whose 
courage and devotion to the public interests 
and whose resourcefulness have challenged, 
not only the admiration of the people of the 
state but of the whole country.“ 

Samuel Koénig of the Sixth district moved 
that the resolution be made a special order 
for the next meeting. ‘This was defeated. 

Then a motion to adjourn was made, and 
Mr. Parsons declared {t carried without heed- 
ihe the attempts of Gruber and others to pro- 
test.

Senator Page, one of the prominent Hughes 
men, said: ‘“‘ The fatlure of the governor's 
friends to make a fight is easily explained.

We have lost 
nothing, however, and the resolution will 
come up a month from now. It will be passed 
then almost unanimously.“

SORORITY IS THE SOLUTION 


Women Deans Consider Problems 
of Girl Students in Conference 


ROOMING HOUSES NOT IDEAL. 


Mrs. Myra B. Jordan of University of 
Michigan Made President. 


Sororities under college control for women 
students was urged as a solution of one of 
the vexing problems connected with school 
life at a conference of women deans of col- 
leges and state universities held at the Strat- 
ford last evening. Mrs. Myre B. Jordan of 
the University of Michigan presided. Rep- 
resentatives from twelve states were in at- 


tendance. 


Rooming houses are a poor substitute for 
home life, said Mr. Jordan. Ot course 
there is a great deal said Against the sorori- 
ties, and much that is justified. In many of 
the sororities there is much time wasted that 
should be spent in study. However, under 
control and in the jurisdiction of the college 
deans they offer the best solution of one of 
the moet difficult problems that are presented 
im our work.” 


Would Better Social Conditions. 

It was decided by resolutions adopted that 
each woman who was present at this confer- 
ence should return to her home college with 
the determination to use her influence in ob- 
taining better social conditions for women 
students. The delegates were especially 
urged to do all that might be possible to help 
the women select the better clase of boarding 
houses. 

Boarding houses are not ideal places for 
women students, we all must admit, said 
the chairman of the conference. 

It was expected that there would be a large 
attendance at this meeting.

Decides to Use Monthly Quotations 
for Year in Valuing Securities. 


Louis wille, Ky., Dec. 19.—The National As- 
‘gocthtion of Insurance Commissioners at its 
closing session todey unanimously adopted 
the report of the committee on valuation ap- 
pointed yesterday. 

The committee considered a number of 
plans for arriving at a proper formula for 
\’computing the value of securities owned by 
insurance companies, byt the ens one 
‘was adopted: 

The committee on valuation will add the market 
quotations of the first day of each of the twelve 
months of 1907 and of the 3ist day of December, 
1907, and divide the total by 18. thus securing an 
average valuation of the securities for that year. 
Bach of the thirteen daily quotations wili tset 
be an average of the opening, closing, high, and 
low market prices for such days. 

The valuation committee will meet in New York 
as soon as possible after Jan. 1, 1908, employing

“The execution of Edward Clifford on 
Friday, even though carrying out the order 
of the court, will cast a gloom over this en- 
tire community during the Christmas holi- 
days. You, as governor of Illinois, can ‘cer- 
tainly afford to be wencroas in exercising the 


law.“ 
Pardon Board in Refusal. 

Earlier in the week Gov. Deneen submitted 
the case to the board of pardons, which rec- 
ommended the denial of a petition for com- 
mutation and recommended that the sen- 
tence of the Supreme court, which had re- 
viewed the case, be carried out.

In addition to that the tax would be so 
large that it would soon provide a fund which 
would be more than.enough to pay off the 
notes of every bank that went into liquida- 
tion, or to provide for any oe in the 
market value of securities. 

When the money stringency 3 red 
all the banks would have to do would de to 
deposit a corresponding amount of lawful 
money in the United States treasury. Ase 


the emergency notes came into the treasury | 


they would be redeemed at par in greenbacks 
or in national bank notes. 

Suh a simple system as this could be put 
into operation by an extremely short statute. 
The new notes pould be just as good as exist- 
nk notes, and the only differ- 
ence would be that the United States would 
assume the gWarantee on local stocks and 
bonds instead of upon ite own certificateg of 
indebtedness. 

The general public would h know 
whether an emergency circulation Was going 
out or coming in. The whole thing would be 
a matter of bookkeeping as between the 
United States treasury * 8 the different na- 
tional banks. 


Central Bank 8 Favored. 

There le nothing complicated about such 
a system, and it is for that reason that some- 
thing of this kind will’ be agreed upon by 
congress. It may be necessary to alter the 
lettering on existing bank notes a little, and 
the new notes, for the convenience of the 
treasury, may vary slightly from those now 
in circulation, but for all practical purposes 
tlfey will be identical. 

There is not the slightest disposition in 
congress to authorize the ceration of a cen- 
tral bank. Such an institution may or may 
not be a desirable.thing, but it could not be 
put into operation without a practical revo- 
lution in our entire system of currency, and 
no one in congress desires to undertake such 
a thing at the present time. 

Nor is there the slightest likelihood of the 
adoption of what is known as the bankers’ 
asset currency’ system. That plan pro 
vides for uncovered asget notes, a certain 
portion of which ‘are taxed at such a low 
rate that they would probably remain out 
forever. Not only is congress indisposed to 
pass any such measure as this, but it is prac- 
tically certain President Roosevelt would 
veto the Fowler bill or anything like it if 
the matter were presented to him for ex- 
ecutive action. 

Currency legislation of the simplest char- 
acter is all that will be permitted to pass 
through the Sixtieth congress unless there is 
a radical change of opinion at the capitol.

There is 
nothing new to be said. 

That is the Philippine tariff. It is a 
reproach to the legislative branch of the 
government that it has ignored the reite:- 
ated appeals made to it by those who are 
best acquainted with the situation in tle 
islands to perform a simple act of justice. 
The total repeal or the material reduction 
of the duties on Philippine sugar and to- 
bacco will harm no American interest, but 
will be of great value to the Filipinos. 

Hardly any Philippine sugar or tobacco 
comes to the United States. The only 
market for them is in the oriental coda- 
tries, and the producers have to accept 
the low prices offered them there. If they 
had an alternative market in the United 
States they would send little more here 
then they now do, but the fact that ther 
had such a market would secure for them 
better prices in Japan and China. 

The opposition of the tobacco raisers 
and beet sugar men is as irrational as it 
is obstinate. It shows them to be as ig- 
norant as they are selfish. Yet they have 
had sufficient influence for years to thwart 
legislation. It is time for congress io 
show that it is not the servant of certain 
special interests. 

The American officials who are Lam 
istering Philippine affairs are putting to 
good use the taxes they collect. The 
money goes for road building and other 
public works, for sanitation and educa- 
tion. Congress should aid in the work 
by making it easier for the Filipinos to 

pay their taxes: It can do that by en- 
abling them to get better prices for two 
‘of their principal products. Certalud 
nothing could reconcile them more io 
American government than this kind of 
proof of its desire to benefit them. 

Two Filipino delegates will sail from 
Manila tomorrow. They are instructed 
by the Philippine assembly to do all they 
can to secure tariff legislation at this ses- 
sion. They will” describe to congress the 
urgent need of such legisiation, and it 
should not turn a deaf ear to them. 


THE WHEEL TAX. 
When the council holds its first meeting 
fn January a wheel tax ordinance will be 
submitted to it. Tite rates which are to 


be charged have been agreed on in com- 
‘mittee. They seem fair, and the council 


should not change them. 

One of the objections raised to the nee 
nance by some of those who will be af- 
fected by it is a strong argument in its 
favor. The objection is that under it 
twice as much money will be collected for 
street maintenance as the city has been 
in the habit of nding for that purpose. 
The city has been spending half 
enough because of its lack of means, and 
as a consequence pavements which have 
cost property owners millions have worn 
out with startling rapidity. It the wheel 


tax were not to bring in much more than 


the city has been appropriating to keep 
the streets in repair its supporters would 
be sorely disappointed. 

It is impossible to tell in advance ex- 
actly what the wheel tax will yield. 
There is no record for several of the 
classes of vehicles which will be affected, 
and their number can only be guessed at. 
The guess may be far out of the way. 
It is safe to assume that all the money 
the tax may bring in will be needed and 
will be wisely expended. The owners of 
vehicles will get back in better streets 
and improved traffic conditions more than 
an equivalent for their wheel taxes. 

The council should pass the ordinance 
without delay, so that the city collector 
may be receiving money under it by the 
end of January. : 


DISEASE CARRYING FLIES. 

It has long been known that the com- 
mon house fly is one of the most active 
agencies in existence for the spreading 
of disease germs. Its favorite breeding 
places are the foul spots of earth, It 
is so prolific in reproduction of its kind 
and so rapid in development that wher- 
ever man has gone it has been found as 
the most common and the most numer- 
ous of insects. In fighting against it 
people generally are prompted by the de- 
sire to escape its annoyances without, 
thinking much of it as 4 dangerous foe 
to life and health. 

The mosquito has received a good deal 
of attention in connection with yellow 
fever and: malarta, and various plans 
have been made for its extermination as 
a destructive pest. Now there is increas- 
ing activity against the common fly as 
equally dangerous to the community. 
Some years have elapsed since the de- 
partment of agriculture published a 
pamphlet on Carriage of Disease by 
Flies,” and each investigation seems to 
reinforce its conclusions. respecting this 
objectionable insect. 

The latest testimony is given by a com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ association of 
New York City. Its special study was 
the pollution of the waters of the vicinity. 
In the course of its investigation fly cages 
were paced underneath the piers all 
along the water front. For three months 
these traps were emptied daily, their 
captures were counted, and a careful ex- 
amination was made according to the 
most approved bacteriological methods. 
The 110,928 flies thus captured were 
found to be covered with dangerous bac- 
teria, principally those using intestinal 
diseases. A single fly carried in its mouth 
or on its legs more than 100,000 fecal bac- 
teria. Where the sewage was most abun- 
dant the flies were thickest. | 

When a study of the death rate of the 
test months was made it was found that 


rose above the normal at the time when 
the flies began to increase, culminated 
when they were most numerous, and fell 
off again as the flies began to grow less 
‘Offensive. The hot weather often is 
charged with the greater summer death 
rate from -intestinal diseases. The con- 
elusion of the committee is, that the. fly 
‘should be counted far more destructive 
than the summer heat. As malaria 
caused only fifty-two deaths in the city 
in 1906, while intestinal diseases kin 
more than 7,500 each year, the impor- 
tante of fighting the flies seems muh

There were clerks 
and business men already late for their 
roflices because there had been a delay at 
the bridge. Nearly’ all the passengers 
wished to go south of Monroe street; but 
they were forced to walk or wait fac, an- 
other car.

Traction companies accept the money 
of passengers with the implied under- 
standing that their cars shall traverse a 
given route, and the cars should be com- 
pelled, to cover that route.

He came of an old family, which for gen- 
erations had owned the leading banking 
house in Sheffield, which has been possessed 
of land in the counties of Derby and York 
since the fifteenth century, and which exists 
today in the person of Harrington Shore of 
Norton hall and Lindridge house, Leicester- 
hire. 

Her father was a wealthy and ie 
man who mingled much in the literary and 
fashionable society of the day and was a 
great traveler. 

It was in Italy that his two children were 
born. One of his daughters, that is to say, 
the one just. decorated with the Order of 
Merit, received the name of Florence from 
the city of her birth. 

The other daughter, born at Naples, re- 
ceived the extraordinary name of Par- 
thenope and marrted the late Sir Harry 
Verney of Claydon, which is now in the pos- 
session of his son, Sir Edmund Verney.

The Order of Merit owes its foundation to 
King Edward, and ite membership is re- 
stricted to twenty-four. Unlike all other 
English and foreign orders of chivalry, it has 
no royal. personage on its roster save the 
sovereign, and it confers no title or prece- 
dence, 

Yet so highly. prized is the distinction by 
those who are fortunate enough to possess 
it that they preter the letters O. M.“ to all 
the other initial letters which follow their 
names to indicate the orders of knighthood 
which theyown. * 

Several have accepted it in preference to a 
peerage, among them the Rt. Hon. James 
Bryce, the British ambassddor to Washing- 
ton. The insignia of the order consists of a 
cross of red and blue enamel, bordered 
with gold, and hav Withla a laurel wreath, 
upoh a center medallion of blue enamel, the 
motto of the order, that is to say. For 
Merit.“ in letters of gold. 

On thé reverse Within a laurel wreath, upon 
a center of b dename de the cipher, in gold, 
of the sove Thb ‘cross is surrounded 
by the imperial ‘crown in gold and colored 
enamel and is suspended around the neck by 
a particolored ribbor of garter blue and crim- 
son of the width of two inches.

Miss Nightingale isthe only woman of the 
order, and the remainder of the members 
constitute the cream of the men of mark of 
the British empire, including Lord Kelvin, 
who died recently; Lord Lister, Lord Cromer, 
Admiral Sb John Fisher, Field Marshal Lord 
Wolseley, Field Marshal Lord Roberts, Ad- 
miral of the Fleet St Edward Seymour, Lord 
Kitchener, Wintam Holman Hunt, the paint- 
er; George Meredith, the novelist, and the 
foreign members, namely, Admiral Togo and 
Meld Marshals Oyama. and Yamagata. 

Had Carlyle lived he undoubtedly would 
have been included in the order. or the 
reason why he declined the grand cross of the 
Order of the Bath when it was pressed upon 
him by Queen Victoria and several ot her 
ministers was because it would have en- 
tailed his becoming Str Thomas Carlyle, 
which he considered would be ridiculous and 
calculated to diminish ‘rather than to em 
hance his prestige.

however, accepted with pleasure the 
Prussian Order of Merit from the late Em- 
peror Willian, in recoghition more especial- 
ly of his ‘history of Frederick the Great since 
this Prussian order permitted him to remain 
plain Thomas Carlyle as theretofore. 

King Edward had this in mind when he 
created this Order of Merit, and thus found 
means to honor John Morley, who had also 
declined the grand cross of the Order of the 
Bath, who gladly accepted the Order of 
Merit. 

Prussia’s Order of M was founded by 
Frederick the Great in 1740, and like its Eng- 
lish counterpart possesses only one class. 
The insignia is worn around the neck by a 
black moire ribbon with narrow edges of 
silver. It has an eight pointed blue enamel 
cross, mountedin gold, Detween the branches 
of which there are four Prussian eagles 
spreadwise. The cross is surmounted by an 
F“ and a crown. Its membership is lim- 
ited to sixty, namely, thirty military men 
and thirty civilians. There is but one Amer- 
ican upon whom it has ever been conferred, 
namely, the historian, Bancroft.

Ernest Nathan, who has just been elected 
yor of Rome, is the son of the Joseph and 
rah Nathan—English Jews—who played 80 

important a role in the cgreer of Mazzini, 
placing their home in London and their large 
foftunes at his disposal. 

In fact, they may be said to have been the 
financial backers of most of the plots of this 
arch conspirator of the nineteenth century, 
and especially old Mrs. Nathan was regarded 
as his principal counselor and confidante. 

Ernest Nathan, who is a cousin of Col. Sir 
Matthew Nathan, the governor of Hong- 
kong, and of Col. Sir Frederick Nathan, the 
director of the Royal Gunpowder factory in 
England, was born as an English citizen, is 
like Tiltoni,-the Italian minister of foreign 
affairs, a graduate of Oxford and is an Ital- 
lan only by naturalization. 

He was for & number of years grand master 
of the Italian freemasons, and in spite of the 
anti-monarchical influences amidst which he 
was reared, he is an adherent of the present 
form of government in Italy and enjoys the 
confidence and regard of the king. 

Yet he remains imbued with all the old time 
Mazzini animosity toward the church, and 
his election as mayor of the Eternal City is 
most unfértunate from every point of view 
for the vatican and bodes Ill for the pontiff. 

Not that he is likely to countenance any 
noisy demonstrations against the papacy. 
He is a quiet, reticent, determined, and re- 
sourceful man—a most dangerous enemy. 
who will take advantage of all the weak 
points in the pontifical armor, while avoiding 
any useless manifestations of hostility that 
might call for the interference of the govern- 
ment or for protests from foreign powers. 

He succeeds along list of dukes, princes, 
and patricians as mayor of Rome, and has 
overwhelmingly beaten at the polls his chief 
rival, Prince Scipio. Borghese, popularly 
known as “ Scipio Asiaticus’’ since his won- 
Gerful feat of driving an automobile from 
Peking to Paris. within sixty days.

Mr. G. B. Lancaster has discarded the con- 
ventionalities in writing IHRE TRACKS 
WER TREAD (Doubleday). Brusquely, 
dramatically he tells his story, or rather lets 
his ranchful of people tell and act out their 
own lives. Whether the work is pleasing or 
not, there will be divers opinions, though the 
verdict will be unanimous that it is*tpowerful. 
It leaves impressions of places and men thas 
will not soon be forgotten. The cowboys of 
our own plains have been the heroes of many 
a story, the roughness of their life and their 
new moral code, but the boys of Mr. Lan- 
caster’s narrative are the products of even 
a younger country. 

“Up the New Zealand midline—sheer inte 
her vivid. young heart—lie the townships 
where draw together the men she binds and 
holds; men whom the Salvation army lassies 
pray for in the duaty street corners and who 
go away many times to endings unchronicled;

TEXAS FUDGE—Into a saucepan put one- 
fourth of a pound of uneweetened chocolate, 
two cupfuls of granulated r, one tea- 
cupful of new milk and a piece of butter the 
size of an egg. Cook until it becomes hard, 
when dropped in colé water, then stir in one 
cupful of chopped nutes, flavor with vanilla 
and pour into buttered pans; cut when cool. 

ENGLISH TOFFEE—Medt gradually over 
the fire one pound of brown sugar, four 
ounces of molasses and four ounces of but- 
ter, one tablespoonful of water and the same 
quantity of good vinegar or the juice of half 
a lemon; let it all cook gently together until 
dropping a little in cold water it crisps and 
herdens at once. Pour it om buttered tins, 
mark out in squares when about half set 
and leave until cold. 

GRANDMA'S PEPPERMINT sTICKsS— 
Boll together three cupfuls of granulated 
sugar, one and one-half cupfuls of water, and 
@ quarter of a teaspoonful of tartaric acid, 
until on trying in cold water it will almost 
erack, but if held a moment can be rolled 
a hand ball. Do not stir, but pour ina but- 
tered dish to cool.

ALMOND NOUGAT—Blanch one pourfd of 
elmonds eut in smal) pieces. Pour two ounces 
of honey into a tin cup and set in a kettle 
of hot water, boi] until you can roll it into 
. ball, then add one ounce of powdered 
sugar, and the well beaten white of one egg. 
Stir this and the almonds together. Dust 
with sugar. 2 

ALMOND HARDBAKE—Put Into a sauce - 
pan one pound of granulated sugar and one 
teacupful of water, stir well until the sugar 
is thoroughly melted, taking off the scum as 
soon as it rises. When it has boiled fifteen 
minutes add one tablespoonful of vinegar or 
lemon juice. Stir in one-quarter of a pound 
of almonds after they have been blanched 
and sliced. Pourintoa buttered tin. Keep 
in the tin yntil wanted. 

TURKISH DELIGHT—Soak an ounce of 
gelatine for two hours in half a cupful of cold 
water. Dissolve two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar in half a cupful of cold water. As 
soon as it boils add the gelatine and cook 
steadily for twenty minutes. Flavor with 
the rind and juice of one orange and orange 
flower water or rose water. Turn into tins 
wet with cold water and when set cut into 
squares. Roll in a mixture of cornstarch and 
confectioner’s sugar. <A few chopped nuts 
may be added to the sirup when it is taken 
from the fire.
